MURDER CHARGE 


Jury Finds That Neosho Heir- 


ess Was Justified in Killing 
Roy Ramsour. 


WEPT DURING TRIAL 


Girl Congratulated by Her 
Friends After Verdict Is An- 
nounced to Large Crowd. 


NEOSHO, Mo., May 1.—Miss “Johnny” 
‘Davidson, the young heiress on trial 
here charged with the murder of Roy 
Ramsour, her sister’s suitor, was acquit- 
ted this morning. 

Miss Davidson killed Ramsour June 6, 
1908. She is a good-looking young wom- 
an and ts joint heiress with her sister 
to a $40,000 estate. The girl said she 
killed Ramsour because he refused to 
retract an epithet applied to her. 

Late last night it was undérstood tha‘ 
there would be no verdict in the David- 
son case before this morning, and the 
large crowd that had waited for several 
hours hoping for an early decision, de- 
parted. At an early hour this morning 
the crowd began to assemble again, and 
by 7:30 o'clock the courtroom was again 


‘packed with people who waited impa- 


tiently for the verdict. 
Defendant Was Nervous. 


There was much whispering of opin- 
ions, and the idea seemed to prevail tha‘ 
it would be a hung jury. 

At 9 o'clock there was a knock at the 
jury room door, and the house immedi- 
ately became noticeably quiet. Sheriff 
Collier unlockéd the door, ane the jury 
filed into the jury-box. 

Miss Davidson, accompanied by her 
mother and two sisters, and Attorneys 
Clay and Ruark, sat by the table where 
they had sat during the entire trial. 
As the jury came in, ‘Johnnie’ gazed 
at thie men, pale and evidently eager to 
hear the Mecision, yet fearing what it 
would bé. After a .few preliminaries, 
the foreman arose and read the verdict 
which they had arrived at: ‘‘Not guilty.”’ 

Immediately there was an outburst of 
feelings in the court room. Friends of 
the deferidant flocked about her con- 
gratulating her on the outcome and al- 
ternately ‘crying and laughing. She was 
quickly escorted from the room to ua 
waiting carriage and was driven to her 
home. 


Cried During Trial. 


Yesterday Miss, Davidson showed the 
strain of the trial for thé first time. She 
broke down and cried, a& many other 
women in the court room did, when her 
atterney concluded his plea for her life. 
She also gave way to her feeling when 
the prosecutor condemned her as a 
“cold-blooded murderess.,”’ 

A dramatic scene marked the closing 
arguments when Mrs. Samuel Rey- 
nolds, aunt of the slain man, became 
wildly hysterical during the arguments 
of the prosecutor. She screamed aloud 
a demand that the defendant be con- 
victed and then collapsed completely.

On May contracts today 2,000,000 bush- 
als of wheat were delivered, practically 
all of it to Bartlett, Patten & Co. 

Brokers have hazarded a guess that 
Mr. Patten paid an average of $1.08 for 
his May wheat. Assuming this feature 
to be approximately correct, Mr. Pat- 
ten might have sold the wheat.delivered 
him this morning at $1.12 for delivery 
in July, which would show a profit of 
four cents a bushel. May wheat, how- 
ever, opened today at $1.24% to $1.24% 
and A good demand for actual wheat 
would enable the bull leader to sell at 
a much greater profit. 

While May 1 is commonly known as 
delivery day, sellers have until the end 
of the month to turn over the wheat 
which they have sold. Formerly only 
No. 2 red winter wheat could be de- 
livered on future contracts, but under 
a new rule of the board made two years 
ago, No. 2 spring wheat was made 
standard.

STOP WATCH CAMERA LATEST 
INVENTION WHEREBY. POLICE 
HOPE TO TRAP AUTO SPEEDERS 


Focus Made on. Two Points 
Course and Time of Each 
Impression Recorded. 


BOSTON, May 1.—A camera which, it 
is claimed, will revolutionize the meth- 
ods of the police in convicting auto- 
mobile speed violators, was a silent wit- 
‘ness in the Roxbury Police Court. The 
camera is the invention of Porf. Daniel 
F. Comstock and Prof. Herbert F. Kal- 
mus of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, who appearec as witnesses 
and explained its workings. 

The camera is oblong, eight by seven 
by three inches. It contains two plate- 
holders, one above the other. with a 
stop watch between the two. When the 
automobile is a certain distance the up- 
per plate is exposed. This takes a pic- 
ture of the position of the automobile 
on the road and also records the face 
of the stop watch, showing just where 
the hand is at the second the picture 
is snapped. The camera is then turned 
at a certain angle up. the road. This 
also records the face of the stop watch, 
showing how much time has elapsed 
between the first and*second exposures. 
By mathematical calculation tlte exact 
distance traveled by the automobile is 
obtained. From this the speed of the 
automobile is ascertained.

EMBETILEMENT. 
CHARGE AGAINST 
LABORER-BANKER 


Konstantine Mitsareff of East 
Side Is Also. Accused 
of Forgery. 








Konstantine A. Mitsareff, a Bulgarian 
merchant and banker at Granite City. 
appeared in court: at Edwardsville Sat- 
urday for a preliminary hearing on 
charges of embezzlement and forgery. 
The embezzlement charge is made by 
Stoyan Tegoff and four other Bulgar- 
fans and Macedonians of Ira, W. Va., 
who*allege that they sent Mitsareff $3000 
in American money to be exchanged for 
French napoleons, and that the banker 
sent them only $600 in napoleons. Mit- 
sareff contends that he sent to New 
York for the napoleons, but: was forced 
into bankruptcy before he could get 
them. 

Mitsareff has been doing an exchange 
business for the Bulgarians and Mace- 
donian people throughout the country. 
Until five years ago he was a laborer. 
The forgery charge is based upon a 
letter addressed to Tegoff, and signed 
“For the Narodin Gras Publishing Co. 
Editor G. Zapuroff.’’ The editor and the 
banker uséd the same postoffice box. 

Purport of Letter. 

The: communication purports to be 4 
reply to a letter to Tegoff to Zapur- 
off requesting that the editor advise 
the party of West Virginia Macedon- 
ians as to the standing of Mitsareff. It 
sets forth that Zapuroff personally vis- 
ited the bank, where Mitsareff showed 
him $20,000 in the safe and told him he 
was always ready to return the money 
paid for napoleons, ‘“‘but why should a 
company be made to lose when on the 
contrary their object is to gain,’”’ mean- 


fing that the banker should wait until 
] he could get the napoleons from New 


York and then send the napoleons as 
requested, instead of returning the 
money. The letter goes on to Say: 
“Now let me personally give you my 
own opinion, inasmuch as I am in a 
newspaper in Granite City and have the 
acquaintance of all the Bulgarian mer- 
chants. ; 


“The Richest Bulgarian. 
“Here in Granite City saa éadison 


the richest man of all the Bulgarian 
merchants is Mr. Mitsareff. I visited 
some American merchants who know 
him well, on purpose, who told me that 
he had bought 28 reoming houses, and 
I' know myself that ne maintains two 
saloons, two groceries, one dry goods 


|store, bakery, bank, and besides he has 


two large houses of forty years each 
and every day earn more than $300. 
And as proof of that, I can assure you 
that last year, when the people were 
starving on account of the crisis, he 
supported 600 hungry Bulgarians and 
Macedoniang for fully six months. 
“From all that we may derive the 
conclusion. that Mr. Mitsareff is not 
the man who would wish te misappro- 
priate. other people’s money.”

Finis E. Marshall, who used to be a 
St. Louis banker, but now lives in New 
York, added his quota to the discussion 
of the famous “Drew question” at the, 
annual directors’ banquet of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition Co. at the 
Country Club Friday night. 

“One reason why your city is not more 
widely known,” he said, “is that the 
St. Louis ‘date line’ is so rarely seen 
in Eastern newspapers.’ * 

He urged that it should be the concern 
of business men and bankers that every 
interesting happening in St. Louis 
should be sent over the wire to other 
cities, and he called attention to the 
fact that quotations on St. Louis se- 
curities are not published in New York. | 

In response to this criticism, several 
of the directors called his attention to 
the fact that the stocks listed on the 
local stock exchange are held almost 
exclusively by St. Louisans and that 
their fluctuations would not be of direct 
interest to Easterners. 

“But their publication would show to. 


the world that you have a stock ¢x- 
change,” urged Mr. Marshall. ‘‘Quota- 


tions of stocks listed in Kansas City 
and many smaller places are quoted 
daily in the New York papers.”’ 

In an informal discussion after the 
banquet several directors favored a 
movement which might induce the large 
news-distributing agencies to give more 
publicity to St. Louis happenings.

WORLD'S WARS 
HAVE COST 15 
BILLION LIVES 


Amazing Statistics Will Be 
Presented to National 
Peace Congress. 








CHICAGO, May 1.—Amazing statistics 
will be presented to the National Peace 
Congress, which convenes here Monday, 
by Benjamin F. Trueblood, secretary of 
the American Peage Society. In a report 
compiled for distribution among the 
delegates, it is asserted that 15,000,000,000 
persons have sacrificed their lives in 
wars since the beginning of authentic 
history. 

‘This vast number of victims,’’ says 
Mr. Trueblood, “is about equal to all 
the people who have inhabited the globe 
for the last 600 years, allowing three 
generations to the century, and 650,000,000, 
the estimated population of the world at 
the, opening of the nineteenth century 
as the average population. 

6,000,000 in Napoleon’s Wars. 

“The usual estimate of the numbé€r of 
men lost in war in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, including those who died of 
wounds and disease, places it &t 14,000,- 
000. Of this number the gNapoleonic 
campaigns are responsible for about 6,- 
000,000. Losses in the American Civil 
‘War have been variously estimated at 
from 800,000 to 1,000,000-men. The brief 
war between Prussia, Austria and Italy 
in 1866, entailed a loss of 45,000 men.”’ 

Mr. Trueblood also gives figures, gov- 
erning the cost of war from a firiancial 
standpoint. 

Cost Staggering. 

“The figures,” he said, ‘‘are stagger- 
ing, and probably would be more so if 
they could be fully obtained. Only ap- 
proximate correctness is claimed for the 
following statements: 

“The Napoleonic campaigns, covering 
19 years, COst $15,000,000,000; the British- 
American war, 1812-14, $300,000,000; the 
Crimean war, 1854 to 1856, $1,666,000,000; 
American Civil War, $13,000,000,000, and 
thé Prussian-Austrian war of 1866, $325,- 

The national debts of the world pow- 
ers, Mr. Trueblood estimates at $34,633,- 
154,400. 

‘The, significance of this vast sum, 
the interest on which is over $1,000,000,000' 
a year,” he says, ‘‘is that practically the 
whole is chargeable to war and mill- 
tarism.”’

The grandfather heard the splash and 
looking over the edge of the well saw 
his grandchild struggling in the water. 
He frantically called for help. Six 
painters who were at work on the Todd 
residence ran to him, carrying a long 
ladder. 
“Keep back and we'll save him,” t.1e 
largest and strongest of the workmen 
said. 

Painters Shaken Off, 
Dixon seemed about to leap headlong 
into the well and when three of the 
painters tried to restrain him he shook 
them off. . 

“No, I'll go,” he cried. 

As the ladder was being lowered into 

the well Dixon leaped onto the lower 
rung and clung there. The painters let 
him down with the ladder until he was 
in reach of the surface of the water, 17 
feet below the top of the well. 
Twice the boy sank. “When he came 
to the surface the second time he 
grasped the reugh stone inner wall with 
his hands and tried to holdgon. He had 
little strength left and he was just fall- 
ing back into the water when his grand- 
father grasped him by the hair and 
drew him clear of the surface. 

Too Exhausted to Climb, 

Clasping the child to his breast with 
his left arm, Dixon attempted to climb 
the ladder, but he was so exhausted 
that he could not continue his upward 
progress. 
The painters, with great care, lest- 
they should shake off the grandfather 
and his precious burden. withdrew the 
ladder from the well and landed Dixon 
and Elmer safe at the top. 

Saturday Elmer was playing about the 
yard, but the well top was securely bat- 
tened down: The child seemed none the 
worse for his experience. 

“Granny’s all right,’”’ he said, pat- 
ting the cheek of his dear old chum and 
playmate.

Future Warships Will Have 
Little but Armament Above 
Decks, He Thinks. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
BRereau of the Pest-Dispatch, | 
NEW YORK, May 1.—Lewis Nixon 


had before him this morning the plans 
of the new ‘battleships’ Delaware and 
North Dakota, which are to be fitted 
with the smallest possible amount of 
superstructure and with wire masts, 


an innovation in naval arcnitecture. 
Commenting ‘on the determination of the 
administration to apply the minimum 
superstructure plan and new-idea masts 
to all battleships now in commission, 
Mr. Nixon said:' 

“I am very glad to see that, just as 
I expected, the Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Meyer, is not only proving a most 
excellent selection for this most im- 
portant post, but he has the necessary 
acumen to have developed a sense of 
perspective, something that it usually 
takes months for secretaries of the 
navy to develop, and in consequence he 
will not be stampeded every time a 
suggestion is made of some imagined 
defect. 

“The boats that I designed 19 years 
ago had a mast framed up of shapes, 
but in deference to prejudice I put a 
light plating around this framing. 


Idea Used on Oregon. 
‘“‘Naturally, to follow naval develop- 


ment is second nature with me, and 
with most of the developments I am in 
hearty accord, but to some of the tur- 
ret and mast peculiarities I am strongly 
opposed. 

“I do not believe in the overhang- 
ing turret. I want to see the turret 
protected all around by the barbette 
and not subject to jamming by plates 
or beams displaced by shell fire. In 
the Oregon this idea was worked out 
and we intended to slope the front 
of the t-rret as much as possible and 
place balancing weight on the back. 
The exceeding of weight in severaf 
unnecessary particulars and, the rad- 
ical change of turret design made 
against my protests prevented the: car- 
rying out of a proper balancing and 
the absurd (from a fighting standpoint) 
type of so-called overhanging’ balanced 
turret is now in all navies. 

“Of course, every effort should be 
made to reduce unnecessary top hamper 
that may cause a shell to explode with- 
in the vessel, but the health and stam- 
ina of the crew mean much and in 


be fully protected by armor. 


‘Doesn’t Favor Mast ' 
“Now as to maste—aertniaar no one 


will think I have any axes to grind, 
as I am not building battleships, but 
I am convinced that a modern battle- 
ship should not have masts. They are 
needless, liable to be carried away 
when most: needed. 

“The future battleships will be mast- 
less, will have very low funnels or 
none at all, will be smokeless and 
sparkless and nothing niuch will be seen 
above deck except the turrets and guns. 

‘‘However, in spite of all criticism, I 
am satisfied that our battleships as 
now desjgned _ are the best battleships 
in the world, though personally I like 
wing turrets to secure preponderance 
of forward fire, but this is a matter 
of opinion to be determined by actual 
battle.”’

Rather than tose their self- 
respect by marrying a man that they cannot re- 
spect, they remain single. I call to mind at Jeast 
a dozen working (so-called independent) women 
of thy acquaintance who would make ideal wives, 
but to save my life I can't think of half a dozen 
men who would make ideal husbands.

‘EPEATS ATTACK 


Emerson Hough in St. Louis 
Says Chief. Moore Hasn’t 
Convinced Him. . 





AMBIGUOUS ‘FORECASTS 





“High Wind” Might Mean a 
Tornado, Thinks Novelist, 
Denies Malice. 





Emerson Hough, “noy elist. whose crits 
icism of the United States Weather Bu: 
reau in a recent magazine article cre- 
ated comment all over the country, is 
in St. Louis Friday. Mr. Hough said in 
his story that the people are not get- 
ting their money's worth out of the 
Weather Bureau, which is maintained at 
great expense. 

‘There has been nothing in the replies 


to my accusations against the Weather’ 


Bureau to convince me that I was 
wrong,’ said Mr. Hough to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Southern Hotel. 

‘Willis Moore, the head of the Weather 
Bureau, regards himself as clear above 
the people. The records will show that 
the weather predictions sent out from 
Washington fail in numerous instances, 
but the forecasts are\so ambiguous that 
the Bureau will claim verification under 
almost. any conditions that follow. 

‘“‘The St. Louis prediction for today is 
for high northwest winds. If a tornado 
came along and blew away a big part 
of the town the Weather Bureau would 
claim that it was covered in the ‘high 
northwest winds’ forecast. 

Suggests Newspaper Service. 

“Any daily newspaper in the ceuntry 
could make better forecasts than the 
Weather Bureau._ Little or no progress 
has been made by the bureau in the last 
20 years. If we had no Weather Bureau 
I feel quite sure that we would obtain 
as good or better results from the fore- 
casts tha: would be made by the news- 
papers cr by private enterprises. 

‘Some of my critics state that I was 
inspired by malice te write the magazine 
article. This is not true. I wrote the 
story at the suggestion of the editor 
ef the magazine, and studied the sub- 
ject closely.”’ 

Mr. Hough is the author of the ‘‘Mis- 
sissippi Bubble,” and ‘54-40 or Fight,”’ 
historical novels, and numerous short 
stories. His last novel led all the new 
books in sales last month. 

“T am going. to make my first trip 
abroad next month,” said Mr. Hough. 
‘Most of my stories are laid in the 
West, because I like the West and am 
interested in it. They tell me foreign 
travel is necessary te the success of 
an author, but I have never so regarded 
it. The trouble is that so many of our 
authors go to Europe and lay their 
scenes in that country, that not enough 
attention is paid to.our own country by 
our writers of fiction.’’

Author of Phrase Used in St. 
Louis Says Signs Here 
Won’t Change.

St. Louis educators are in competi- 


tion for the $10 revard offered by the 
Alton Gas Co. to anyone who will set- 
tie the question: 

Do we cook with gas, or do we cook 
by «gas? 

As told in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, the 
issue was raised when the company put 
up signs reading: 

COOK BY GAS. : 

Many Altonites protested that this 
was wrong and that the form should 
be the same as that used by the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., which has em- 
bldzoned St. Louis with the command: 

COOK WITH GAS. 

It would ‘seem to be an @asy matter 
to settle which expression is gram- 
matically correct. That’s what a jour- 
nalistic investigator thought when he 
wig-wagged queries to some of the high- 
est brows in St. Leuis. 

Educators Called On. 

“Well, now, let me see,” said Princi- 
pal Curtis of the Central High School. 
“That is a question I can’t settle off- 
hand. You'll have to give me time to 
look up authorities. I'll let you know 
iater.”’ 

Meanwhile \Principal Powell of the 
Yeatman High School had been sig- 
naled. He started 10 seconds after 
Prof. Curtis, but he came under the 
vire first in the great gaso-lingual 
Marathon. 

“T have consulted references,” said 
Prof. Powell, ‘‘and I can say witheut 
hesitation that ‘with’ ts preferable to 
‘by’ in this connection;’ meaning, of 
course, the gas connection. ‘‘My reason 
for this,’» he continued, “is based on 
notes in Webster’s International Dic- 
tionary under the words in question. 

Back to the dictionary went the inves- 
tigator. Under the word “with” he 
found this note: 

“With and by are closely allied in 
many of their uses, and it is not easy 
to lay down a rule by which to distin- 
guish their uses. See note to Dy.” 

Gas as an Instrument, 

Turning back 133 pages or so, he 
came to this: 

‘With is used instead of by before 
‘he instrument with which anything is 
done.”’ 

That clinched it. Clearly Prof. Powell 
regards gas as an instrument—like a 
pair of brass knuckles or something 
qually handy in separating one from 
his money. 

There seemed to be no further argu- 
ment. Prof. Powell seemed to ~have 
proved that “‘with’’ was the right word, 
and that seemed to be conclusive. 

But just then signals were sighted in 
the offing. Prof. Curtis was anxious to 
report. ~ 

“T find,” he said, ‘“‘that ‘cook by gas’ 
is unquestionably right. Used in this 
sense the word ‘by’ is an adverb of 
means while the word ‘with’ is an ad- 
verb of accompaniment. That makes it 
clear, doesn’t it? You see, you use gas 
as the means BY which you cook. And 
you use salt as the substance WITH 
which vou cook potatoes, for instance. 
By is right, and with is wrong.”’’ 

“With,” Says Missa Brooks. 

Next came a nice, lady-like signal 
Miss E. F. Brooks, teacher of 
English in the Berlitz School of Lan- 
guages. 3 

“T am looking up that gas question, 
and I'll let you xnow about it in a 
little while,’’ she said. 

Her final decision was emphatic. 

“T find,’ she said, ‘“‘that ‘with’ is AB- 
SOLUTELY CORRECT. I have looked 
it up in a scientific dictionary and this 
rule is my authority: ‘With frequently 
takes the place of by when it refers to 
the instrument with which somebody 
does something.’ 

Principal Morrison of. the McKinley 
High School was impatiently waiting 
on the line. When he could get his 
message through, he said: 

“I should say that ‘cook with gas’ 8 
the correct expression. Those who pre- 
fer ‘cook by gas’ may justify thein- 
selves by saying that the expression 
is a shortening of the term ‘cook by 
(means of) gas.’ That, I suppose, would 
pe rather an awkward phrase to put on 
advertising signs.” 

Author Won’t Change Sign. 

It was Vice-President Holman of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., who originated 
the signs: “‘Cook with gas.”’ 

“T never looked up the grammar, an¢d 
I couldn’t say which is correct,’’ sald 
Mr. Holman. “It ts a very interesting 
point, though. and I will consult author- 
ities. You may say that, whether W® 
are right or not, we will not change our 
signs.”’

Kreismann Asks Committee 
to Take Up Complaint of 
. Manufacturers, 





HE WILL BE ACTIVE 





Abolition of Grade Crossing 
‘Will Be Undertaken by 
Joint Commission. 





Mayor Kreismann, under the plan 
adopted for a conference committee of 
the Municipal Assembly, will have a 


larger part in the legislation of ihe city 


ordinances. The first work of the con- 
ference committee under his direction 


will be the consideration of the readjust- 


ment of water rates. 

Saturday Mayor Kreismann, a‘ the re- 
quest of the manufacturers, asked the 
committee to investigate the complaint 
of the manufacturers that the rates they 
were compelled to pay were too high. 
They want a reduction. 

St. Louis manufacturers have been 
before the Municipal Assembly for the 
last six or eight years with similar re- 
quests, and five years ago they suc- 
ceeded in trimming the rates down from 
12 to 8 cents per 1009 gations for a large 
consumption of water. Water costs 25 
cents for-a single 1000 gallons in small 
quantities, but the rate is based on “« 
sliding scale of quantities. 

In the current session of the Assembly 
conference committees, representing th« 
House of Delegates and the Council will 
have the active assistance of Mayor 
Isreismann and the heads of depart- 
ments in framing and passing ordi- 
nances, contemplating public improve- 
ments and expenditures arfd the initia- 
tion of administrative policies. 

This departure was advocated by 
Mayor Kriesmann in his inaugural ad- 
dress. It will be attempted in the ap- 
pointment of a commission of experts 
to undertake the abolition of grade 
crossings. 

Commiitees to Be Named. 

Acting for the Council will be E. Vi 
P. ‘Schneiderhahn, chairman of tng 
Ways and Means Committee; Willia 
Schutz, chairman of the Committee on 
Public Improvements, and F. A. Drew, 
chairman of the Railroads Committee.
